Sir: J have the honor to submit the following report of commercial 
transactions recorded and customs and immigration work performed by 
the Bureau of Customs during the past fiscal year. 

GENERAL TRADE CONDITIONS. 

It was anticipated that the general depression of 1907, which at the 
time of the last report had not yet materially affected the commerce of 
the Islands, would eventually extend to the Philippine trade. The 
business of the first six months of the year gave rise to serious apprehen- 
sion that the reaction had come at last and that the summary at the 
conclusion of the year would show a material setback in the volume o, 
trade as well as a serious decrease in revenue. Customs receipts at jb 
end of the first six months were some $20,000 behind those of theM 
responding period of the previous year, but a sufficient increase in r// J 
from all sources accrued to the credit of the last six months to ■ / " | 
an increase in 1909 collections over those of 1908 of $220,000. ? , m 

The increase was due principally to exports, the duty (/jmV 
amounted to over $273,000 more than during 1908. Althougl one- \.:i 

was an increase in revenue, the value of foreign trade amounted \im- 
$58,838,940, a decrease from that of 1908 of $4,909,621. The valuer 
imported merchandise aggregated $27,794,482 and of exports $31,044,458, 
a decline in the former of $3,124,263, and in the latter of $1,785,358. 
The anomaly apparent in an increase in export duties and a coincident 
decrease in the total value of exports was due to the fact that the larger 
exportations of hemp, the principal source of export revenue, were in- 
voiced at a lower market value than formerly and that sugar shipments, 
upon 'which a low rate of export duty is collected, but which contribute 
materially to the value of the export trade, were suspended during the 
latter part of the year awaiting action on the United States tariff. 

Two principal factors, to which the decrease in the value of import 
trade and receipts, therefrom are attributed, f are the withdrawal of revenue,

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from opium importations, and the placing of a large amount of ' mer- 
chandise in bond, or the suspension of orders pending the new Philippine 
tariff legislation. 

The decrease in the aggregate value of commercial movements is there- 
fore not an unfavorable showing, as the enactment of the two pending 
tariff laws will immediately be followed by the release of export products, 
by the entry for consumption of foreign merchandise in bond, and the 
filling of suspended orders for goods. 

BALANCE OF TRADE. 

The value of imported merchandise having been $27,794,482 and of 
exports $31,044,458, the result is a balance for the year in favor of the 
Islands of $3,249,976, which wipes out the debit balance that accumulated 
during the first five years of American occupation and results in a net 
balance of $1,074,520 to their credit for the past eleven veal's, or an 
annual average in favor of exportation of $97,684. 

GOVERNMENT AND RAILWAY SUPPLIES AND EQUIPMENT. 

The above figures embrace only the merchandise received through 
regular commercial channels. They do not include the value of currency 
shipments, or of supplies or equipment imported free of duty by the 
Federal and Insular Governments, and, under authority of Act No. 
1566 of the Philippine Commission, by the railway companies. In order 
to obtain the total value of foreign goods that entered the Islands during 
^ ta he year, the value of supplies and property for the Government, brought 
\ commercial vessels and admitted on free entries, to the value of at 
$2,250,000; supplies and material for the military organizations 
x ad at $1,091,005; and supplies, equipment, and structural material 
- -ay construction valued at $837,487, aggregating in all $4,178,492 
jr^ be considered. While much of this privileged merchandise 
airectly affect the general commerce, a large quantity consists of 
structural iron, and other material, the use of which in military 
r l ablic works involves the employment of labor in all parts of the 
aiids, and is instrumental in placing a large sum of money, which 
JU would not otherwise enter the country, into general circulation. This 
money going direct to the laboring classes increases the purchasing power 
of the common people, the result of which is the development of tastes 
for modern articles of utility and convenience from abroad, and is ap- 
parent in a material yearly, increase in the importation of general mer- 
chandise. 

UNFAVORABLE IMPORTATIONS. 

A disturbing factor in the general economy is and has been for years 
the purchase of enormous quantities of rice and other ordinary food stuffs 
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from neighboring countries. Nevertheless, a material decrease in the 
amount of rice imported during the past year and an increase in the local 
production indicate that a gradual solution of the difficulty has been 
found in the imposition from time to time of a higher rate of duty on this 
commodity. The result of an increase in duty during the past year has 
been a decrease of 24,496 metric tons in the amount of rice imported, 
or a saving to the country of $1,600,000, which, had the same amount 
been imported as during 1908, would have been sent to Saigon and other 
oriental rice markets. The effect of the increased taxation of foreign 
rice suggests the wisdom of a similar treatment of numerous other food 
stuffs that might well be produced in the Islands, but which are instead 
purchased almost wholly in adjacent oriental markets. With this idea 
in view a nominal duty on fresh vegetables, fruits, eggs, and meats has 
been provided for in the tariff bill now, being considered by Congress. 
The proposed dut}', approximating 10 per cent of the market value, 
should afford the local producer a fair amount of protection and, while 
not sufficient to affect the consumer, compel this class of foreign imports 
to contribute in a slight degree to the general revenue.

The importation of opium for any except medicinal purposes having 
been prohibited March 1, 1908, by Act No. 17G1, the legitimate entry 
of this drug during the past year amounted to but a little over 52 kilos, 
upon which only $215 in duty was collected. The effect of this legislation / 
upon the treasury has been the elimination of a source of revenue averag- / 
ing some $300,000, gold, per year. The restriction also resulted in atf 
enormous increase in the local value of the drug, and the high premi*/ 
on any that could be smuggled in has proved an incentive to many [>eyj 
to engage in the illicit traffic. The methods to which they rr' | 

elude the vigilance of the customs and internal-revenue agents fi , JjJ 

marvelous in their ingenuity and range of variety. Some idea mfc? .. 

gained of the extent of this traffic from the fact that nearly one and one- 
half metric tons were seized during the year in attempts at illegal im- 
portation, mostly by Chinese. There has been no apparent decrease in 
the number of cases that have been detected and frustrated from month 
to month, and it is logical to conclude that there are sufficient successful 
attempts made to more than compensate for the losses incurred by seizures, 
or, at least, to warrant the risk. Nevertheless, customs officials have 
succeeded in apprehending a sufficient number of offenders and. in con- 
fiscating enough of this contraband to convince some of the offenders, at 
least, that the traffic is. unprofitable for them, and to serve as a sufficient 
warning to others, whose cunning has enabled them thus far to evade 
the law, to materially check the extent of their operations. 
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' IMPORTS. 
GENERAL. ORIGIN. 

According to invoice values, England still outranks all other countries 
from which foreign merchandise imported into the Philippine Islands 
is obtained. Heavy rice importations have for a long time enabled the 
French East Indies to hold their relative position near the head of the 
list, but the result of the past year's transactions have caused them to 
change places with the United States, which is now the second country 
in relative importance in the import trade. As indicated by the following 
table, the aggregate value of merchandise received from the United 
Kingdom was $5,408,841, from the United States $4,693,831, and from 
the French East Indies $4,275,398.

EXPORTS. 
DESTINATION. 



Total exports from the Islands during the fiscal year 1909 aggregated 
but $31,044,458 in value as against $32,829,816 for the previous year. 
The reduction in value does not, however, indicate a decrease in produc- 
tion, but is due, as has heretofore been intimated, to the lower price at 
which hemp shipments, were invoiced and to the suspension of sugar ship- 
ments on account of pending tariff legislation. Thirty-three per cent 
of the total export value represents shipments to ports in the United 
States, which stands at the head of the list of countries of destination of 
local products. Great Britain, the next in order of relative importance 
in the export trade, is credited with exports to the value of $5,846,900, 
and France purchased Philippine products to the value of $4,261,382, 
Hongkong $2,271,016, Spain $1,989,931, China $1,968,240, and Belgium 
$1,114,335. These figures, when compared with those of 1908, indicate 
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a decrease in the value of exports shipped to the United States, Great 
Britain, and Hongkong, due to the causes referred to above, the first 
two being the principal markets for hemp, and the latter for sugar. Ex- 
portations to France, Spain, China, Belgium, and other countries, con- 
sisting of miscellaneous products, show a general increase. The following 
statement shows the distribution of exports, by value, the proportion 
credited to the principal countries of destination, and the relative increase 
or decrease during 1909 as compared with corresponding figures for 1908 ;

In quantity, exportations of hemp fiber exceeded those of any previous 
year, having aggregated 149,991 metric tons. Of this amount 79,210 
tons represent the largest exportation to the United States in the history 
of the trade. Despite an increase of 34,000 tons, or nearly 30 per cent, 
in exportation, the average price obtained was 24 per cent lower than 
that of 1908, resulting in a decrease from $17,311,808, the value of -the 
1908 output, to $15,833,577, representing the total hemp exportations.

Heretofore sugar exportations have held second place in the order of 
relative value of Philippine products, but shipments during 1909 represent 
but 14 per cent of the total export value. The aggregate consignment 
amounted to but 112,379,655 kilos,, equivalent to 74 per cent of the 
quantity credited to 1908, or less than the annual output of any year 
since 1904. The decrease in exportation is due to the fact that shippers 
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are holding their sugar awaiting a revision of the United States tariff, 
expecting that the China market price, in the event of free trade with 
the United States, will necessarily be governed by offers of American 
buyers. The actual shipments to the United States during the year were 
some 28,000 tons less than during 1908, and as long as oriental markets 
depend upon the Philippines for their supply of local grades it is not 
believed that any considerable quantity will be diverted to a new market 
in the United States.

The * commercial intercourse with other countries at all ports was 
effected by 764 calls and 750 departures of foreign vessels, representing 
in the aggregate a movement of 2,802;893 registered tons.

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OPERATIONS. 
FINANCIAL TRANSACTIONS. 

Gross receipts. — The gross receipts for the Bureau of Customs at all 
ports amounted to $8,539,098.87. They were greater than the receipts 
of any year since 1902 and exceeded those of 1908 by $221,078.48 and 
show a surplus over the annual average for the period of American occupa- 
tion of over $1,806,055. Import duties collected aggregated $6,624,- 
093.80, export duties $1,442,666.20, wharfage dues $294,487.18, storage 
collections $9,226.59, receipts from sales of customs stamps $35,189.85, 
and miscellaneous collections $133,435.25. While there is a decrease in 
the import duty collected, larger receipts from export duties, wharfage 
dues, and miscellaneous sources are responsible for the increase in the 
gross amount. 

The foregoing figures include receipts accruing to the credit of the 
government of the Moro Province and to the current appropriation of 
the Bureau of Customs, and moneys subject to refund. The net amount 
collected for account of the general revenues was $7,652,054.57. (See 
Statement No. 4 of the Appendix.) 

Expenditures. — The total expenses of operation of the Bureau of 
Customs during the year at all ports aggregated $475,031.31. This 
amount, due to extraordinary expenses incurred in providing the service 
with new launches, exceeded that of the previous year by $23,568.18, 
whereas the actual current expense of maintaining the service was con- 
siderably less than that of the previous year. 

Of the above amount, $20,902.04 represents the expenses of the service 
at Moro Province ports, borne by the funds of the Moro government. 
The total expenditures from the appropriation for the Bureau of Customs 
amounted to $475,416.46, of which $454,129.27 was charged to expenses 
of the service, while $21,287.19 represents the value of property and 
supplies held in suspense in the stock account until issue for actual use. 
(See Statement No. 5 of the Appendix.) 

Cost of collection. — By computing the cost of collecting the customs 
receipts upon a basis corresponding with that used by the United States 
Treasury Department in arriving at the cost of collecting customs revenues 
at American ports, taking into consideration only those expenditures 
made for purely customs purposes, it is found to be considerably less 
than that of any port of the United States where the volume of business 
corresponds with that of the Philippine ports. The following statement 
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shows the cost of collection upon that basis at each port in the Philippine 
Islands during the past year:

Refundable export duties. — The total amount of duty collected on 
exports during the fiscal year— $1,442,666.20— includes $598,917.69 
subject to refund under the provisions of section 2 of the Act of Congress 
of March 8, 1902, upon submission of proof that the Philippine products 
upon which the duty was paid were shipped by continuous voyage to and 
consumed in the United States.

Refunds made. — During the fiscal year 1909 $458,975.03 were paid 
out of the Treasury on account of refundable customs collections. Re- 
funds made during the year under the provisions of the Act of March 
8, 1902, of export duties collected on hemp amounted to $420,548.98 
and on copra to $2,793.87. Eefunds amounting to $1,295.14 were also 
made on account of export duties collected upon intended shipments 
which for some reason, after duty had been paid, were not made, and 
$16,466.45 represented refunds on account of coal used for fuel on board 
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steam vessels, to which the importers were entitled under the provisions 
of section 224 of Act No. 355. Under the provisions of section 23 of 
the Tariff Revision Law of 1905, $3,804.26 were paid to importers as 
drawback on materials imported and used in the manufacture of articles 
afterwards exported from the Philippine Islands. These' and other 
amounts refunded during the year are shown under their respective 
classifications in the following statement :

REVENUE-CUTTER SERVICE. 

At the beginning of the year the Bureau had for the purpose of patrol- 
ing the extensive coast line of the Archipelago, and maintaining law 
and order in the southern waters, but three small and inadequate vessels, 
the Sora, the Skua, and the Sula. Early in the year the last-named 
vessel became unfit for further use and as a matter of economy was 
placed out of commission and sold at public auction. This leaves but 
two of these vessels for use in the suppression of smuggling, and it is 
only a question of months when it will probably be necessary to place 
one or both of them out of commission on account of unseaworthiness. 

The Sora, with headquarters at Balabac, and the Skua, with station 
at Jolo, have been on duty throughout the year in those districts, and 
although the moral effect of their presence has probably acted more or 
less as a check upon unrestricted lawlessness, it is known that they have 
not, nor is it possible for them to enable customs authorities to maintain 
proper surveillance over craft trading between the Philippine coasts and 
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those of adjacent islands. A customs inspector has been on duty on one 
of the cutters throughout the year, and his reports as to Chinese, opium 
and other contraband goods, found at various places in the southern 
islands he has visited, indicate that the entrance of unauthorized Chinese 
and contraband is being carried on with practically little or no restric- 
tion. There is no doubt that these Chinamen and the contraband goods 
are ultimately distributed throughout the Islands. 

This Bureau recommended to the last Legislature an appropriation for 
the purchase of at least two suitable vessels for revenue cutters, to be 
equipped with fast deck launches. It is understood that the item was 
not allowed in so far as the revenue cutters were concerned, but that an 
allotment of 1*40,000 for the acquisition of two fast deck launches was 
made. As the launches requested were intended as equipment for the 
required revenue cutters, their use, without the larger vessels, is not 
apparent, unless, possibly, they can be utilized in the suppression of 
smuggling in some other manner. 

The former, oft-repeated recommendation of this office that the customs 
service be provided with suitable means for carrying out the purpose for 
which the service is maintained, i. e., strict enforcement of customs 
and immigration laws, and the collection of all the revenue, is again 
urgently renewed.

CUSTOMS LAUNCH SERVICE. 

Since the submission of the last annual report, three customs launches 
have gone out of commission. Launch No. 9, a small 23-foot tender, 
became unfit for further repair and was sold at public auction. Launch 
No. 2 was lost in Manila Bay in a collision with the steamer Chingtu 
on July 10, 1908, and the launch Alix at Iloilo was recently found to 
be no longer safe for use. 

The launch No. 2 was replaced by the purchase from Messrs. J. G. 
White & Co. of the Hawk, with all equipment, for W5,000. This vessel 
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was built in 1904 at Hongkong and its acquisition gave the Bureau 
another large and comparatively new launch for service at Manila. The 
purchase of the launch E. & A. with equipment from Messrs. Simmie 
& Pierce June 28, 1909, added another largd launch to the Manila equip- 
ment and enabled this office to send the launch formerly known as the 
No. 1 to Iloilo to replace the Alix. 

The Legislature has made an allotment of f*20,000 for the purchase 
of another launch, and after it has been obtained the customs service 
will have sufficient large launches to enable it to carry on the work in 
the bay and river at Manila without the embarrassment that has hereto- 
fore been occasioned by the lack of adequate water transportation. 

During the year four small gasoline motor boats have been equipped 
for the use of the Bureau, one of which was sent to Balabac and three 
put into service at Manila. The latter have more than warranted their 
original cost and the expense of maintenance in the service rendered in 
dispatch work about the port and in patrolipg the harbor. The results 
attained with the use of these small motor boats in preventing the landing 
of opium and other contraband from foreign vessels has so clearly dem- 
onstrated the value of small fast boats in that work that this Office 
recommended and obtained the necessary authority for the purchase of 
a motor launch specially constructed for high speed for use at Manila, 
and the contract for the construction of such a boat was entered into 
June 5, 1909. It is probable that upon the completion of this boat the 
system of surveillance now followed in Manila Harbor may be extended 
to other ports where conditions warrant it.

x\s stated in the last annual report, a uniform surcharge of 15 per cent 
has been collected at all stations for coal sold, to cover the cost of opera- 
tion and maintenance of coaling stations. In addition to this surcharge 
the Bureau of Supply has heretofore charged 10 per cent on all coal 
purchased for the coaling stations, which made the total cost to the 
consumer approximately 25 per cent over the contract price. An arrange- 
ment has now been made whereby the Bureau of Supply will decrease its 
surcharge on coal purchases to 1 per cent to cover the actual cost of 
supervising these particular purchases. 

THE BOARD OF PROTESTS AND APPEALS. 

The board of protests and appeals has met each week during the year 
for the purpose of considering the protests against the classification of 
merchandise and the assessment of duty and has made recommendations 
in 601 cases upon which decisions of the Insular Collector of Customs 
were based. 

CONSULAR DUTIES. 

In the discharge of the duties imposed upon the office of the Collector 
of Customs by section 84 of the Act of Congress of July 1, 1902, 125 
seamen were shipped and 68 seamen discharged from American vessels 
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during the year. Entry was made of the ship's papers of 7 American 
vessels and ? vessels were cleared. In conformity with the ruling of the 
Secretary of the United States Treasury of June 2, 1902, the Collector 
of Customs has since that date certified all consular invoices for mer- 
chandise shipped from the Philippine Islands destined to United States 
ports. 

SHIPMENT OF SEAMEN. 

During the past year, as a result of the numerous difficulties which 
arose hetween local vessel owners and crews, temporary regulations were 
issued by this Office for the employment of seamen under shipping articles 
similar to those in use at American ports, and crews are being shipped 
at the various porta of entry under the supervision of acting shipping 
commissioners. Since the inauguration of the system comparatively 
few difficulties have arisen, and desertions, which formerly were frequent, 
have almost ceased. The passage of suitable legislation to cover the rela- 
tions between vessel owners and sailors, and providing penalties to enable 
the proper enforcement thereof, is a matter of considerable importance 
in the development of the local coastwise trade and one that should have 
the attention of the Legislature at the earliest practicable date. 

DOCUMENTATION OF VESSELS. 

Licenses permitting vessels to operate in Philippine waters were issued 
at Manila during the past year to 111 first-class steam vessels, 213 
first-class sailing vessels, and 40(1 lighterage and harbor craft. There 
was a slight decrease in the number of licenses issued during the year, 
owing to the delinquency of a number of vessel owners in the renewal 
of expired licenses, although after the judicious imposition of several 
fines many of them applied for and obtained the necessary documents 
before the close of the year. Among other documents issued to vessels 
were 114 certificates of ownership, 68 certificates of transfer of owner- 
ship, 52 certificates of protection, 38 certificates of change of name, 
and 16 certificates of transfer of license. The total receipts at all 
ports during the year on account of licensing of vessels were $41,443.56 
and $942.50 for certificates. 

According to the records of this Office there are in commission in the 
coastwise trade in Philippine waters 151 steamers, 424 sailing vessels, and 
operating in rivers and harbors 537, with a total tonnage of 69,513 net. 

The loss of 6 vessels of over 100 tons burden, and of 57 smaller craft 
was reported during the year. In addition to the foregoing, signal letters 
were assigned at Manila to 5 vessels and official numbers to 57, and 
146 entries made in the record maintained by this Office of transfers 
and incumbrances of vessels. 
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INSPECTION OF VESSELS. 

Owing to the lack of a sufficient number of hull and boiler inspectors, 
the work of examining steam and sailing vessels during the year em- 
braced only the ports of Manila, Cebu, and Iloilo. In all there were 319 
steam and 74 sailing vessels overhauled at these three ports, 279 of which 
were ordered for repairs before renewal of certificates, or condemned. 
Vessels due for inspection at many of the other coastwise ports could 
not be attended to. In addition to the commercial vessels the United 
States Quartermaster's Department recently placed the inspection of its 
vessels, to the number of 40 or more, under the supervision of this Bureau. 
The greater number of vessels was passed upon at the port of Manila, 
and that work so fully occupied the time of the inspectors that it was 
possible to extend the work to Iloilo and Cebu only by notifying vessel 
owners there in advance of the dates upon which inspections would be 
made, and making as many inspections as possible prior to the inspector's 
return to Manila. 

The United States requirements for life-saving equipment, heretofore 
imposed on all passenger vessels in Philippine waters, were in many 
respects impractical and unnecessary on vessels operating in bays, harbors, 
and other sheltered waters. For this reason the owners of this particular 
class of vessels may have had just grounds for their persistent complaints. 
These objections, however, were removed by the adoption of more practical 
regulations for the equipment of vessels operating in bays and harbors. 
The owners have demonstrated their appreciation of the change by a 
more willing compliance with regulations. Every possible effort has 
been made by customs officials to enforce strict compliance with regula- 
tions, especially with respect to vessels carrying passengers, but until 
recent years the disregard of safety seems to have been the rule rather 
than the exception. The work requires constant vigilance even at ports 
where the vessels come under the supervision of customs authorities, and 
it is only reasonable to believe that in other places in the Philippine 
Islands to which this supervision does not extend the same conditions 
exist as in former years. The conditions demand, first of all, an in- 
crease in the number of inspectors, to enable them not only to give all 
vessels a thorough overhauling every year, but to make frequent and 
unexpected inspections of equipment. 

LICENSING MARINE OFFICERS. 

That there are sufficient licensed officers available for all vessels in 
the Philippine waters is apparent from the niftnber of examinations held 
and licensee issued by the Bureau of Customs each year. During the 
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past year the Board on Philippine Marine Examinations out of a total of 
127 candidates issued licenses of various classes to 77. 

The register of marine officers shows that on June 30, 1909, there were 
available for immediate service 39 Americans, 619 Filipinos, and 60 
officers of other nationalities, in addition to which there are some 636 
men holding expired licenses which are renewable upon application. 

PILOTAGE REGULATIONS. 

In view of considerable dissatisfaction that had been caused by the 
former pilotage regulations, a special board was appointed, which made 
a careful and exhaustive study of conditions existing at each port in the 
Islands, and upon the recommendations of that board new regulations 
were published for the general control of pilotage throughout the Ar- 
chipelago. The purpose of the new regulations is a general reduction 
in the unnecessary burden of pilotage charged heretofore borne by in- 
terisland coastwise vessels. The means by which this relief was obtained 
was the reduction of such rates as were believed to be too high, and the 
elimination of compulsory pilotage at all ports except Aparri and in the 
river at Manila and lloilo, where exceptional skill and special knowledge 
of local waters render the services of pilots necessary to insure the safety 
of vessels and prevent blocking of channels. 

As a whole, the new regulations were received with favor by the ship- 
ping interests, and the only complaints received were based upon purely 
personal interests. 

PROPERTY AND SUPPLIES. 

The system of cost accounting, referred to in the last report, has now 
been perfected in so far as it pertains to the port of Manila, and during 
the year has been extended to all subports in the Islands where there is 
any Government property for which the Bureau of Customs is accountable, 
so that there is now maintained in the office of the Insular Collector 
of Customs at Manila a complete record of all this property, together 
with its value and location. According to the inventory of June 30, 
1909, the entire equipment of the Bureau of Customs, including the 
arrastre plant at Manila, and the coaling stations is as follows:

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IMMIGRATION. 



The total number of immigrants arriving in the Philippine Islands 
for the first time during the fiscal year 1909 is 353 more than during 
1908, and 221 less than during 1907. New Chinese immigrants in- 
creased during the year 242; Japanese decreased 13, while arrivals of 
Europeans, principally subjects of Spain and Great Britain, numbered 
141 more than during the previous year. 

There were 788 less resident aliens who returned from abroad, and 
among these there were 492 less Chinese than during 1908. 

Detailed information regarding immigration in all its ramifications 
will be found in the statements in the Appendix. 

CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 

There were manifested to the Philippine Islands during the year 5,623 
Chinese, of whom 1,023 came before boards of special inquiry, of which 
number 130 were rejected. Of the total number arriving during the year 
925 came to the Islands for the first time. The status of such persons 
is shown in Statement No. 33 of the Appendix. The number coming 
on section 6 certificates from the various Chinese ports during the 
fiscal years 1906 to 1909, inclusive, is as follows :

It is believed that the restrictive measures heretofore adopted have 
resulted in a reduction of the number of children fraudulently brought 
into the Islands and later held practically as slaves for the benefit of the 
persons bringing them. The records show that Chinese children arriving 
in the Islands during the fiscal year 1906 numbered 511 ; during 1907, 
938 ; during 1908, 569 ; while during the past year 835 made application 
for admission. While the number during the past year, as shown above, 
has increased over those coming in 1908, it is believed that a less number 
of cases were fraudulent than during the years prior thereto. 

The number of Chinese applying for admission who were rejected is 
shown by Statement No. 40 of the Appendix. The number and per- 
centage of rejections of those brought before boards of special inquiry 
is as follows: During the fiscal year 1904, 156 out of 602, or 26 per cent; 
in 1905, 38 out of 464, or 8 per cent; in 1906, 19 out of 701, or ap- 
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proximately 3 per cent; in 1907, 71 out of 1505, or 5 per cent; in 1908, 
87 out of 988, or 9 per cent; and for the fiscal year last past, 130 out of 
1,130, or 11^ per cent. 

It is impossible to accurately determine the total number of Chinese 
within the Islands, but reliable estimates place their numbers on the 
various dates shown as appears in Statement No. 42 of the Appendix. 

HABEAS CORPUS. 

At the beginning of the present fiscal year 10 habeas corpus cases in- 
volving the authority of this Bureau to determine the right of intending 
immigrants to land, or to order the deportation of aliens wrongfully in 
the country/were pending in the Court of First Instance of Manila, to 
which number 7 new cases were added during the fiscal year, making a 
total of 23. During the year of these cases were decided against the 
applicant and 1 in his favor, leaving pending in said court at the end of 
the year 10 cases. There were pending in the Supreme Court of the 
Philippine Islands 12 similar cases at the beginning of the fiscal year, 
all of which have been decided. 

"merchant." 

Probably the most important matter brought to the attention of the 
courts was the meaning of the word "merchant" as used in the Chinese 
exclusion laws, which was determined by the Supreme Court of the Phil- 
ippine Islands in the case of the United States vs. Lim Co, reported in 
volume 12, Philippine Reports, on page 703. This decision was not 
kindly received by the Chinese colony, and the matter has again been 
brought up in an action entitled "The United States vs. Tan Sam Tao," 
now pending in the Court of First Instance of the city of Manila. 

IMMIGRATION RECEIPTS. 

The receipts from immigration dues and other charges (shown by 
Statement No. 43 of the Appendix) during the past fiscal year show an 
excess over expenditures of $20,098.20, an increase of $7,077.08 over 
the net revenue from the same source for the fiscal year 1908, thus show- 
ing that the immigration service, as a whole, yields a substantial revenue 
to the Government. As a number of improvements in buildings for 
immigration purposes are required for the proper conduct of the service, 
it is suggested that a sufficient percentage of the net receipts from this 
service each year should be set aside as a special fund, available during 
the succeeding year for the purpose of making such improvements, and 
for the payment of all charges incident to the enforcement of the im- 
migration laws. 

In view of the fact that the benefits expected to accrue from the 
passage of the free-trade bill can only be realized by taking advantage of 
the opportunities offered — i. e., by cultivation of the soil — it would seem 
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well to take steps looking to the encouragement of immigrants habituated 
to the labor of farming, and who will become permanent residents, such 
as persons from Italy, Spain, and Portugal; or, in default of that, to 
the importation under bond of laborers, each under contract for a limited 
number of years, and all to be returned to the country from whence they 
came upon the termination of their contracts. 

PORTS OF ENTRY. 



As by far the largest proportion of business is transacted through the 
port* of Manila, the general discussion of the import and export trade 
represents the general commercial conditions at that port for the year. 

MANILA HARBOR. 

Upon the completion of the Government piers now under construction 
it will become necessary to arrange for transportation facilities from the 
piers to the business section of the city before the commercial public can 
receive the full benefit of a modern system of discharging and handling 
import cargo. This also applies w r ith equal force to merchandise for 
export. The most feasible plan for delivering cargo from the piers to 
the importers' warehouses seems to be by electric or steam trucks of large 
capacity, or by means of the street railway system. Under present bus- 
iness conditions the tonnage of import cargo alone, which would be 
discharged over these piers were they in use, would amount to ap- 
proximately 150,000 tons per annum, or 12,500 tons per month, and this 
calls for up-to-date transportation facilities. During storms and heavy 
weather the wave action in the harbor is of sufficient force to seriously 
interfere with the lading and discharging of cargo, especially along the 
fairway directly in line with the entrance. For this reason the previous 
recommendation of this Office that the present gap in the breakwater be 
closed and that a new channel be dredged around the south end of the 
breakwater is renewed. If this is not deemed necessary, it is recom- 
mended that the present opening in the breakwater be reduced to not to 
exceed 400 feet in width. It is further recommended that that portion of 
the harbor between Engineer Island and the entrance be dredged closer 
to the breakwater in order to provide additional mooring ground for 
deep-draft vessels. It is also recommended that the harbor be carefully 
platted for the location of mooring buoys and that buoys be planted by 
the Government in sufficient number to accommodate all vessels that may 
enter this port. 

PASIG RIVER. 

No improvement has been made in the conditions existing in the Pasig* 
River since last year's report, and the same unsatisfactory state of affairs 
in po far as they relate to the berthing space available for coastwise vessels 
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loading and discharging cargo still exist. In order to provide better 
facilities for the berthing of coastwise vessels and the handling by them 
of incoming and outgoing cargo, the following recommendations are 
made : 

1. That the river wall between the Bridge of Spain and the Magallanes 
Monument be completed at once. 

2. That the river wall on the south bank be continued from the 
Maestranza to Fort Santiago with fill behind the wall. 

3. That Government Departments and Bureaus be required to vacate 
all of the space occupied by them on either bank of the river that it is 
possible to spare and that they eventually be required to vacate all space 
occupied by them on the north bank of the river. 

4. That a bridge with easy approaches be built across the river from 
Calle Rosario on the north side, in order to permit the ready transporta- 
tion of merchandise to and from coastwise vessels berthing on the south 
side of the river. 

ARRASTRE PLANT. 

The arrastre plant has been much improved during the past year by 
increasing the extent of the available wharf space and the movement of 
merchandise almost entirely by hand trucks, so that now all imported 
merchandise coming to the custom-house is stored upon and delivered 
from the wharf instead of placing 60 per cent or more in customs ware- 
houses as in the past. The tramway being unnecessary with the present 
method of operation, the expense of running and maintaining the loco- 
motive and cars has been eliminated and the total cost materially reduced. 
Importers now pay $0.45 per ton as arrastre charge on their merchandise 
instead of a rate of $0,625 on merchandise which was heretofore stored 
in bodegas. The improvements, costing approximately $8,500, have re- 
sulted in a saving to merchants of some $10,500 per annum. The reduc- 
tion in the arrastre rate, together with the increased facility with which 
the merchandise is delivered, has been extremely satisfactory both to the 
importers and to those operating the plant. 

The following statements show the amount of work performed by the 
arrastre plant, the cost of operation, receipts, and number of employees 
required each year during the past six years :

CEBU. 

There was a steady increase in the value of business transacted at 
the port of Cebu during the year just ended. From July 1, 1908, to 
June 30, 1909, customs receipts in all amounted to $1,046,368.64,- or 
$176,554.60 more than the receipts at that port during any previous year 
since American occupation. This increased revenue was due to larger im- 
portations of foreign merchandise, as well as to a marked increase in the 
shipment of Philippine products. The volume of hemp exported shows 
the largest increase in the history of the port. During 1908, 27,788 
tons of this fiber were exported, and shipments in 1909 amounted to 
36,925 tons. The total hemp shipments were invoiced at $3,799,452, * 
while copra valued at $1,707,939, sugar at $145,714, and other products 
at $25,418 contributed to the total export value of $5,678,523, an in- 
crease of $72,116 over the corresponding value of the previous year. 

The provisions of the Opium Law which went into effect on March 1, 
1908, have been enforced at Cebu so far as the facilities provided will 
permit, but as the district of Cebu has no suitable vessel by means of 
which surveillance can be exercised outside of the bounds of the port the 
efforts are confined to the enforcement of the law within the limits of 
the port. When it is considered that the Cebu collection district has a 
coast line of 1,600 miles, a population of 1,600,000 and an area of 100,000 
square miles, and that it is divided into many separate and distinct 
islands, the difficulties in enforcing tlie law throughout its territory are 
apparent. 
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One of the attractive features at the port of Cebu is the recently con- 
structed wharf at which 1,775 vessels were accommodated during the year. 
It is estimated that the use of the new wharf has resulted in a saving 
to commercial interests since its completion of not less than $125,000. 

In connection with other port works a pumping plant has been in- 
stalled by means of which the Government furnishes water at a nominal 
price to all vessels requiring it. 

The lack of a customs cutter or other suitable means of transportation 
has made it impossible to carry on a detailed inspection of the district, 
but from information gained at the few places it has been possible to 
visit, business conditions throughout the district look brighter than ever. 
The completion of the port works, the operation of the railway, the open- 
ing of the Cebu-Toledo Road, and public highways in the course of con- 
struction all have been factors whose favorable influence has been felt. 

ILOILO. 

Customs receipts at the port of Iloilo during the fiscal year 1909, 
amounting to $724,748.48, exceeded the receipts of all previous years 
except those of 1901. The increase was due principally to larger im- 
portations, they having been the greatest in the history of the port. The 
receipts from exports show a falling off which is explained by the fact 
that exporters are holding some 48,000 tons of sugar in warehouses, 
pending the final action on the United States tariff bill. There was four 
times as much agricultural implements and machinery imported at Iloilo 
during the past fiscal year than during any previous twelve months. It is 
also worthy of note that the quantity of rice which has long been the chief 
article of importation was not as great as for 1908. Sugar, sapan wood, 
and copra are the principal products exported from Iloilo. Sugar ship- 
ments during the year amounted to 81,000,000 kilos, of which 23,000,000 
kilos were consigned to United States ports and 58,000,000 to purchasers 
in China and Japan. The entire output of sapan wood is shipped to 
China where it is used in making dyes. Formerly all of the copra from 
Iloilo was shipped to Manila in small lots and exported from there, but 
during the past year nearly 500 tons of this product were exported direct. 

The marked increased activity of commercial firms, the large importa- 
tion of steam plows and other agricultural implements, a substantial 
increase in the area of land under cultivation, an exceptionally large rice 
crop, and an enormous output of hard wood for building purposes are 
indicative of an exceptionally prosperous year in all lines of business. 

JOLO. 

The unsettled political conditions prevailing in the Jolo district during 
the year affected the commerce of the port to such an extent as to decrease 
the revenues, although the restoration of normal conditions during the 
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latter part of the year was followed by an immediate revival in both 
import and export trade. A large increase in the planting of hemp, 
rice, cocoanuts, and other products promises a marked increase in those 
crops during the coming year. New pearling beds, which will furnish a 
source of supply for a number of years, have been discovered and further 
investigation of sponge beds has revealed a supply that is believed to be 
almost inexhaustible. Persons engaged in the pearling business report a 
prosperous year despite the disadvantages under which they have worked. 
Now that protection of life and property is assured and the many re- 
sources can be exploited without interference, the present time is con- 
sidered the advent of an era of industrial and commercial prosperity for 
the district. 

The proximity of Borneo to the Jolo district affords the greatest op- 
portunities for the entrance of Chinese and opium, the channel in some 
places being but 15 to 20 miles wide. Once landed in the Islands capture 
is almost impossible, and the Chinese and contraband gradually find their 
way northward. During the past year a large number of Chinese holding 
no certificates of residence have been deported, but as they know that 
the only penalty imposed for entering the Islands without the proper 
papers is deportation they are willing to take the slight risk. 

Large quantities of opium have been seized from Chinese during 
the past year at Jolo and neighboring towns by both customs and 
internal-revenue officers, and at the end of the fiscal year nearly one 
hundred cases of this character were pending for trial at the next session 
of the Court of First Instance. Notwithstanding the many arrests and 
the heavy fines imposed under the authority of the recent Act of the 
Philippine Legislature, there seems to be great difficulty in stopping the 
traffic through this district in view of the many unprotected places where 
it can be landed. 

ZAMBOANGA. 

Despite the unsettled political conditions in the Jolo Group, the cus- 
toms receipts at the port of Zamboanga for 1909 were more than those of 
the previous year, and the increased number and greater regularity of 
the calls of steamships will greatly facilitate a further development of 
both the import and export trade now that protection of property is 
assured. 

Extremely low prices have prevailed in the hemp market throughout 
the year which have deterred producers from exporting the quantities 
that were shipped during the previous year. Copra to the value of 
$758,711 was exported, which is a material increase over the value of this 
product shipped during 1908. A decrease in the value of all other 
products exported, however, makes the total value of exports considerably 
lower than those of the previous year. 
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It is reported that there is no doubt that a considerable quantity of 
opium is being smuggled into the Zamboanga collection district, prin- 
cipally in small lots brought in small native boats from the innumerable 
islands to the south in the vicinity of Borneo. Extraordinary precau- 
tions, however, have been taken to prevent the smuggling of opium in 
regular cargoes. 

BALABAC. 

Customs receipts for the port of Balabac were less than those of 1908, 
although they exceeded the collections of any previous year. The chief 
cause of the decrease was that the coast guard vessel which formerly 
furnished the principal means of communication between Balabac and 
other ports was withdrawn during the year. This resulted for a time 
in a serious shortage of rice and other supplies, in consequence of which 
many of the natives have been compelled to plant their own rice, and 
there is now more acreage under cultivation than ever before. It is 
probable that from now on the district will produce all the rice that it 
requires, instead of purchasing it elsewhere. Much land in the district 
is being leased and homesteads are being taken up, on which cocoanuts 
and hemp are being planted. This, with the further development of the 
forest products, such as rattan, beeswax, and almaciga, will, it is believed, 
soon provide sufficient produce to warrant the regular calls of commercial 
steamships at Balabac. 

DAVAO. 

The port of Davao was opened to foreign commerce July 1, 1908, and 
the first year of its existence as an entry port was therefore concluded 
June 30, 1909. Direct trade with foreign ports has not yet been estab- 
lished and the customs receipts during the year amounted to but $568.62. 
This, however, is no index of the business of the port, as the bulk of the 
export and import movements is still carried on through former channels, 
duties thereon being paid at Manila or some other port of entry. It is 
estimated that duties amounting to some $70,000 were collected at Manila 
alone on products originating in the Davao district and upon foreign 
merchandise shipped there coastwise, for consumption. This indirect 
communication of course increases the freight charges and adds to the 
price of commodities purchased, as well as decreases the profits of the 
Davao producers. During 1908, the district produced 1,727 tons of 
hemp. The shipment of 2,400 tons of hemp, 540 tons of almaciga, with 
copra, beeswax, cattle, carabaos, and other local products in smaller quan- 
tities is reported for 1909. Ample dockage and other port works are 
nearing completion, and it is anticipated that business will in the near 
future warrant the inclusion of this port in the regular schedules of 
foreign steamers, when the district will have the advantages of direct 
communication with the foreign markets. 
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PERSONNEL. 

The work of the Bureau of Customs has been carried on during the 
past year with a personnel averaging in number 679. This number is 
made up of 146 classified American employees, 310 classified and 223 
unclassified Filipino employees. Separations from the service of clas- 
sified American employees aggregated 31 per cent of the number employed 
and separations of Filipino employees 1.3 per cent. The constantly 
occurring changes in the American personnel is a matter of grave im- 
portance. It results in a hardship to old employees in that it frequently 
occurs that persons to whose credit the maximum amount of leave has 
accrued are unable to take advantage of it at the end of the cumulative 
period, being required to serve thereafter without further accumulation 
of leave until their services can be spared. The most serious feature, 
however, is the threatened embarrassment in the conduct of official 
business on account of the loss of experienced employees and the imposi- 
tion of unusual responsibilities on those without sufficient experience, or 
an increase in the* responsibilities borne by old employees, whose time and 
attention is already taxed to the utmost. Take, for example, a condition 
that has existed at the port of Manila during the past year, when the 
chief of nearly every division was away and their positions were filled 
by more or less experienced subordinates. At the date of this report, in 
the cashier's division alone, among five American employees, there is 
but one who has been engaged in the particular work to which he is 
assigned for more than two months. It is understood that the problem 
is one which the Bureau of Civil Service has had under consideration for 
some time, but the undersigned feels that its gravity is increasing to 
such an extent and that it is of sufficient importance, to the Bureau of 
Customs in particular, to call attention at this time to the urgent neces- 
sity of its early solution. 

Notwithstanding the unusual conditions and amount of work met by 
the employees of this Bureau during the year with highly satisfactory 
results, 1 must say that with few exceptions their duties have been per- 
formed with a zeal and cheerful cooperation that is highly commendable. 

The decrease in the number of office hours during the heated period 
is believed to have been of considerable benefit to the health of those who 
were unable to leave the city and that on the whole more work was ac- 
<jomplished by them during that period than had they been subjected to 
the enervating strain of the full working day.
